AMENDMENT 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action; 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-8,10-15,17-22,34,36 & 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Peterson et al (WO 95/30026) in view of Saiki et al (WO 89/1 1548 18 May 
1989). 

The teachings of Peterson et al are described previously in office action filed 10/8/03. 
Briefly, Peterson et al teach screening and/or quantification method of one or more 
transcriptional factor present in cell or cell lysate, the method comprising a. binding to an 
insoluble solid support, double-stranded DNA sequencests) comprising: specific sequence able 
to bind the transcriptional factor (Abstract, Claim 1, and Examples, Page 16, line 20 to page 17, 
line 10); b. putting into contact the transcriptional factor with the bound double-stranded DNA 
sequences) (Examples, Page 17, lines 1 t-14); c. identifying and/or quantifying a signal resulting 
from the binding of the transcriptional factors) upon the double-sianded DNA sequences 
(Abstract, Claim 1, and Examples, page 17,lines 16-22). 

Peterson et al do not teach double stranded spacer. 
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Saiki et al teach using spacer are sequences from range 10 to 50 nucleotides in order to 
move the hybridizing region of a probe away from solid support and thereby improving 
hybridization efficiency (see whole doc. esp page 14 line 17-25). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to apply Saiki et al's teaching 
of using spacer sequences to Peterson et al's method of screening transcriptional factors in order 
to increase hybridization efficiency. It was well known in the art, as shown by Saiki et al ? to use 
a spacer region to move the hybridizing region of probe away from support to allow the region to 
bind efficiently with target. It would have been prima facie obvious to apply Saiki et al's 
teaching of using spacer region in Peterson et al's double stranded nucleic acid to allow the 
binding region to hybridize efficiently with transcription factor. 



SUMMARY 

5. Claim 16 is objected for depending on rejected claim. There is no prior art that teach or 
suggest the method where the transcriptase is HIV integrase.
